TiM physical characteristics ot th« 


oottntry and the dietribntMn ot populfi- 
tkm in accordance with rainfall, mean 
annual temperature, altitude, drainage 
baeine, latitude and longitude, and the 
movement ot the center of population, 
are matters of absorbing interest to in- 
telligent citizens ot the Republic. The 
steady westward march,' tor example, ot 
the center of popnlatkm from twenty- 
three miles east ot Baltimore, lid., in 
1790, to a point cesr Greenaburg, Deca- 
tur cotmty, Indiana, in 1880, B movement 
ot longitude of nearly 9.5 degrees, indi- 
cates the tremendous growto. of our 
Western States, while the steadiness 
with whioh this movement bas clustered 
along the parallel of 39 degrees latitude 
ebowa bow equally balanced the popula- 
tion north and eouth of this parallel has 
been, A total westward movement of 
505 miles In a century.
